Applicants thank Examiner Patterson for the courtesies extended to Applicants 
representatives during the December 19 personal interview. During the interview, Applicants' 
representatives discussed the December 1 Amendment. In particular, Applicants' 
representatives asserted that U.S. Patent No. 5,193,71 1 to Hirata et al. (Hirata), which was 
applied in the October 19 Office Action, discloses injecting a resin on the bottom wall 
portion. Therefore, it does not teach or suggest injecting a molten resin through an injection 
gate opening toward a molded body inner surface of a sidewall portion or positioning a mark 
of the injection at the inner surface of the sidewall portion as claimed. Examiner Patterson 
stated that the December 1 Amendment may overcome the rejection and agreed to consider 
the Amendment.
